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as he described the ever-present scourge of 

humanity. And certainly, with few exceptions, 
mankind has never had any serious doubt that 
war is indeed a crucible that the world would be 
better off without. 

Neville Chamberlain, British prime minister 
earlier this century, stated: “In war, whichever 
side may call itself the victor, there are no 
winners, but all are losers.” 

Perhaps a number of our readers have had, as I 
have, the opportunity to visit the headquarters of 
the United Nations organization in New York 
City. It is plain that the young guides are deeply

committed to and believe in the eradication of war 
and aggression as they describe age-old world 
problems and the work and goals of the U.N. 
toward finding solutions. But the sad fact is that 
world peace will not and cannot be found solely 
by the cooperation of man, not even in the 
Security Council of the United Nations. 

The simple truth is that man has never known 
how to have peace. “The way of peace they know 
not” (Rom. 3:17). Man does not understand the 
why of war and conflict, nor the why of peace. 

Despite its horrors, war is considered a 
necessary evil. And in the governments of men, 
perhaps it is; because without God, war seems to

be the only avenue peoples have for protection 
from aggressors. But it should not be that way! 

There is a cause for war. There is a reason that 
peace is absent. The reason is that man has 
rejected God! Man prefers to rely on himself 
rather than God. And man prefers Satan’s way of 
get, based on competition and strife, rather than 
God’s way of give, based on cooperation, peace 
and love. 

So there are aggressors and defenders. There 
always have been and always will be—that is, 
until the Way, the Truth and the Life, in the 
Person of Jesus Christ, arrives. At that time, every 
nation on earth will be compelled to begin 
learning a new way of life. The King of kings and 
Lord of lords—after stopping mankind from 
imminent nuclear annihilation—will assume 
rulership over all human governments and begin 
to implement policies and programs that will at 
last bring enduring PEACE to the world! 

True liberty is coming! Real liberty. Real 
freedom. A new society is going to be built from 
the ground up for all people everywhere, based on 
God’s law of love and peace. And the 
Administrator of that perfect and just government 
will have the power to make it work! 

“And he shall judge among the nations, and 
shall rebuke many people: and they shall beat 
their swords into plowshares, and their spears into 
pruninghooks: nation shall not lift up sword 
against nation, neither shall they learn war any 
more” (Isa. 2:4). 

Dangerous and trying times are yet ahead. But 
the good news is that immediately after will come 
the glorious age of peace humanity has never yet 
known!
